By  Supervisor  Molinari.  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  City  Attorney 
to  request  a  formal  written  opinion  on  whether  the  words  "employee 
shall  not  engage  in"  as  contained  in  the  conflict  of  interest 
provisions  of  the  Charter  include  an  employee  on  administrative 
leave.
